APB Aids Eligibility 


The 1970s have been a decade of rapid progress in 
the planning, construction and improvement of sew- 
age treatment facilities. Billions of dollars have been 
spent nationwide under the guidance of the Federal 
Water Pollution Control Act and related funding 
programs. These federal programs carried eligibility

(September 1973) which included an adopted Interim 
Plan (February 1972). 


The most desirable form of funding for costly sewage 
collection, treatment and disposal facilities has been 
the 75% grants available since 1972. Up to 1972, 
the federal share had been 33% or 50% under differ- 
ent programs. In Palm Beach County through June 
1979, a total of $81,084,621 in such grants, mostly 
of the 75% type, was brought in with APB assistance. 
The complete year-by-year figures are given in the 
table on page 2. : 


In addition to these outright grants, Palm Beach 
County municipalities have also received more than 
$88 million in two kinds of loans from the State of 
Florida. This influx of both state and federal dollars 
is what has allowed our area to keep pace with its 
fast-growing sewage treatment needs, and will con- 
tinue to do so through the likely boom of the 1980s 
and beyond. (Estimated grant money countywide 
in fiscal year 1980 is expected to be $7,491,000.) 


IMPROVING WATER QUALITY 
Besides serving the expanding population of our area,

there is another purpose to spending these huge sums 
on sewage treatment: to improve the quality of 
surface waters. |f increasing numbers of homes and 
apartments were allowed to use septic tanks, and 
small local sewage plants were allowed to discharge 
into area waterways, they would soon destroy one of 


.the important qualities that make our county so 


attractive to people — water quality. Protection of 
this vital resource is being accomplished by both 
eliminating sewage discharges and by upgrading the 
treatment level of discharges that are permitted. 
The East Central Regional Facility, for example, dis- 
posed of up to 20 million gallons of treated waste- 
water daily by deep-well injection (a process of pump- |

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ing the water 3000 feet down into a “boulder zone") 
as an alternative to surface discharge. The system 
of regional plants, as explained below, will progres- 
sively phase out smaller treatment facilities until, 
by the year 2000, virtually no polluting water will 
be discharged in the county. Already such "point 
source" pollution is at a minimum due partly to the 
phasing out of 36 plants since 1970. Another 22 
plants will be phased out by September 1980; from 
1981 through 1985, 45 more plants are scheduled for 
phaseout, and another 17 in the period 1986—2000. 
Thus, by the end of the century in Palm Beach 
County, some 120 point sources will have been elim- 
inated from our waters. (See summary table, page 3.) 


REGIONAL SYSTEMS 

The same federal law (P.L. 92-500) that set up the 
wastewater collection, treatment and disposal grants 
also mandated the concept of regional management 
of the plants. In Palm Beach County there are five 
facilities management regions, called 201 regions 
after the section of the law that created them. 
Their names and main municipalities are: Northern 
Region - Jupiter, Tequesta, Juno Beach; Central 
Region - West Palm Beach, Riviera Beach, Lake

Worth, North Palm Beach, Palm Beach, Palm Beach 
Gardens; South Central Region - Delray Beach, Boyn- 
ton Beach; Glades Region - Belle Glade, Pahokee, 
South Bay; Southern Region - Boca Raton.
